Claims 1-13, 37-40 are allowed. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The overall claimed combination of a quote and order entry system comprising: a 
computer system including a quote interface module adapted to receive information from a quote 
information source, the quote interface module assembling the received information in an 
interactive user interface, wherein in the interactive user interface a first category of information 
is displayed together with a first plurality of concentric bands each having a dimension 
determined based on ask size information and a second plurality of concentric bands each having 
a dimension determined based on bid size information is neither anticipated nor rendered 
obvious by the prior art. 

Applicant has submitted in an email dated 6/21/2010 in order to overcome any 35 USC 
101 concerns that: "please note that the computer system as claimed and as described in the 
specification does not intend to expand the definition of what a computer system is. Please see 
paragraph [0064] of the published application for example, where the quote and order system is 
described as comprising elements, such as an I/O interface, a memory, a processor, input devices 
(keyboard, mouse), display devices, etc. which are all hardware elements of a computer system, 
as well as a quote and order interface module. Thus, the quote and order entry system comprising 
a computer system including a quote and order interface module means a quote and order entry 
system with a computer system plus a module. Additionally, please note that the claim also 
recites an interactive user interface where the information is displayed. Thus, even without the 
recited computer system, the claim does include hardware".
